REPLY TO DR. JEWETT. 

Mr. Epiror—Dr. Jewett, in the commence- 
ment of his letter of the Sth of March, speak- 
ing of certain “anonymous scribblers,” adds 
that he should probably have suffered “ their 
missiles to pass unnoticed or treated them as 
harmless squibs, had you not seen fit to give 
your sanction to the censure they were intended 
to convey.” It is weil if any one has found 
iron enough in his soul to give point to these 

‘ missiles,” or if the contents of any magazine 
have been found capable of giving the “ squibs” 
which held these missiles a due and proper 
force. If the articles alluded to, hare not con- 
veyed ‘‘censure,” we have the satisfaction of 
believing that the Doctor has since met with 
it from a more worthy source; for we have 
lately been told, that one of his own pledge 
handed him the paper containing our remarks, 
adding, that the piec? eliciting them ought nev- 
er to have been published. This coming as it 
_does from one of the Doctor’s own partizans, 
shows our remarks were not entirely misplaced, 
while at the same time, it supposes that the 
being for whom they were intended was fairly 
deserving of rebuke. On looking further into 
the letter, we find the confidence with which 
the author is charged “to be nearly the same 
from all bis opponents” and therefore “he con- 
siders them in gross.”

MEXICO AND TEXAS. 

The latest papers from New Orleans bring the 
important intelligence that an army of fourteen 
thousand Mexicans had invaded Texas, and taken 
several important posts without opposition, among 
them, San Antonia, Goliad and Victoria. The Tex- 
ans are, however, rallying with spirit, and express 
no regret that the enemy has shown himself. They 
are confident of driving him from their borders, 
and following him to the very gates of the capitol 
of Mexico. Gen. Houston, the President of Texas, 
has issued his proclamation, arousing his men to 
arms, reminding them of the treacl:erous cruelty of 
their invaders, and of their base forgetfulness of 
the generosity they experienced when placed, m 
former times, at the footstool of Texan mercy. He 
relies upon the ability to bring ten thousand men 
into the field in thirty days. Gen. Houston is to 
take command of the army, and the Vice President 
of Texas is already at the head of a large force 
marching to meet the invaders. 

It is supposed by some that if many citizens of 
the Unitéd States join their friends of Texas, as 
they undoubtedly will, the Mexicans will seize 
upon the property and perseus of the Americans 
in Mexico, by way of retaliation. The war will m 
all probability be a long and bloody one; and we 
should not be surprised if it ended in the down-fall 
of Santa Anna and the despotism he has erected in 
South America.

friend of temperance and philanthrepist, and that this 
act will bestow upon the present board of County 
Commissioners an imperishable fame as among the 
foremost, a second time, = coming to the rescue in the 
cause of temperance.

Ithas 
a population of about ten thousand, and for the 
last six or eight years, we believe, the inuabi- 
tants, at their annual meetings, have been 
unanimous, in instructing the selectmen to grant 
no licences for the sale of spirituous liquors. 


This, however, has not entirely prevented the

selling tavern remained in the body of the town 
and that wes the Lynn Hotel, so called, owned 
by one Andrews Breed—a men who, by com- 
mon repute, could boast of being rich. There 
was nothing more remarkable about this, than 
there is about any osher semi-country inn: but 
itis in a populous quarter, and was visited by 
|many young men, who might there be induced 
‘totake the first step in that path which surely 
leads to hell. 
It may be imagined, then, with what joy the 
intelligence, that the proprietor of this house 
had leased it for a temperanee house, was hail-, 
ed by those who had unremittingly toiled for the 
highest good of their townsmen. And we, our- 
selves, knowing something of the town, receiv- 
‘ed ihe intelligence with much satisfaction. We 
rejoiced, for we well knew that, for this, many 
a widow's and orphan’s prayers,and many an 
inebriate’s, in bis rational moments, had ascen- 
ded. as vesper incense, in hope and trust to the 
throne of grace. We had long felt, that to the 
eye of the philanthropist—to every one who 
had the slightest good of his fellow beings at 
heart, a heap of smouldering ruins, in that spot, 
would be a far more grateful sight, than a 
“ genteel” rum tavern. 

The sale of intoxicating liquors at “ Breed’s 
Hotel,” was discontinued, and there was mech 
rejoicing among the most worthy portion of 
that ancient and respectable town. And it was 
the fond hope, that the dread upas had been up» 
ooted, never again to spread its deadly branches 
But how sadly were we mistaken—how 
utterly confounded—on receiving a paper con- 
taining the announcement, that this Andrews 
Breed had concelled his lease to the temperance 
and that the sale of liquors was resum=

ed. This was like the sickening sight of the 
inebriate, who had risen from the mire, deter- 
mined to reform, but whose resolution had for- 


saken him—left him to stagger back to the 
gutter. 

And what is worse than all, in the very news= 
paper article, in which Mr. Breed makes the 
announcement, he most harshly, and sneering- 
ly, belabors the. poor temperance folks—char- 
ging them with making empty professions, and 
not doing their duty,in sustaining the house 
as a temperance house—assuming, with singu- 
lar assurance—it wou!d be just to say impu- 
dence—that they might thank themselves that 
the sale of rum was to be resumed there ; as if 
he were a person qualified to judge of their ac- 
tions—much more their motives! 

Of course the friends of temperance, in Lyon, 
could not let this thing pass without some no- 
tice—had they done so, they would have dis- 


craced their names,and their town. They 
soon held a meeting, and passed a series of 


appropriate resolutions—a portien of which we 
as of general interest. They show a cor- 
rect view of the position which should be 2s- 
sumed by the reformers, when they are obliged 
to come in collusion with their enemies—

mourn, feed the hungry.clothe the naked, and 
relieve the distressed. Therefore, to apply our 
funds to purchase Rum Taverns, would be an

If the soil be not sufficiently light and warm, prosperity ; and the Government which fails 
it may be improved by draining, and raising 
the beds, and still further by adding fine sand 
10 the soil, or applying light manures. In 
sowing early, care should be taken tbat the 
ground is sufficiently dry to work well, as stir- 
ring the earth in a wet state will prove injuri- 
ous. Another caution is necessary, lest delay 
be occasioned by too much hurry. Some plants 
are very tender, and if started early, they will 
de liable to injury from frost. 

Peas are hardy and will bear early sowing. | 
In some seasons they do well, though sowed so 
early that snow storms come when they are 
several inches high. The early kinds that 
produce well are the Early Washington, and 
Early Chariton. Some other varieties, as the 
Early May, Early Warwick, Early Dwarf, 
Bishop's Early Dwarf and other kinds, are quite 
early, but they are generally dwarf varieties, 
and produce less than the two kinds first named. 
We have in different yeurs made experiments 
on about twenty kinds of peas, from which we 
shave had the above result. 

Beans are tender, and not only liable to be 
killed by frost when planted early, but if not 
A&illed outright, they become stinted from cold 
weather. We have sometimes planted beans 
a month after others had been planted early,) 
and the last planted came up quick, grew rapid- 
fg and became eatable xlimost as soon as the 
‘first planted, and they were more productive, as 
ethose planted early were not so healthy and 
wtigorous, and some hills or plants were missing, 
as Yhe seed had rotted. Yet it may be well to 
plant a few early, as the season may be favora- 
ble. The early Mohawk is said to be so hardy 
as to beara considerable frost. Among ihe 
best varieties of string beans, is the early China. 
It is very early and tender, and quite productive. 
It is also a good shell or dry bean. The Bre- 
men, a large long round bean, called by many 
other names, is an early and excellent shell 
bean. 


Early Beets and Carrots may be sowed as 
soon as the ground is dry enough to work as 
the spring frosts are not liable to injure them. 
‘When the seed falls into the ground in the fall, 
the young plants generally start scon after the 
snow is off in the spring, and when taken care 
of, they flourish well. From this, some have 
practiced sowing in the fall as the plants will 
be up before the ground is dry enough to work 
in the spring. The beet does best in a light, 
deep rich loam. The carrot flourishes in a 
Jight sandy soil. The early turnip blood beet 
is best for early use. The early horn carrot is 
very sweet, tender and much earlier than other 
kinds. 

Onions should have a warm, light soil, and 
should be sowed as soon as the ground can be 
prepared, as the cold weather in spring will not 
destroy them. The early Bristol, and some 
other early varieties are preferred for early use. 
Though most persons cultivate only the com- 
mon kinds. 

Cabbages for early use should be sowed as 
early as possible. We have made experiments 
by sowing six kinds of early cabbage, and find 
the early Dutch the best. Some other kinds 
are as early, but not so tender, and the heads 
are not so close. The early Dutch is not only 
very early, but very tender and excellent, and

Virginia, in 1790, contained 748,308, and 


AND SLAVE STATES. 


New York 340,120 inhabitants. The State of 

| Virginia has 64,000 square miles, while New 
York has but 46,000. The latter, however, 
‘has increased to 2,428,921, while Virginia now 
numbers but 1,239,767 persons, of which 448,- 
937 being slaves, leaves onty an effective popu- 
lation of 790,510. 

This is not all—while New York is rapidly 
increasing, having grown from 1,372,612 in 
| 1820, to nearly double that number in ap 
| Virginia has only increased from 1,065,379, 

1,239.797. In the last ten years she has added 
but 28,302, while New York has, in the same 
| space of time added 500,213 to her population. 

If Virginia in 1790, had been a free State, 

‘her rich and extended territory and temperate 

climate, her abundant mines and minerals, and 
numerous rivers and waterfalls, would have at- 
| tracted from New England the multitades which 
have emigrated from her unfruitfal soi! to the 
Western States, and Virginia, instead of kaving, 
|as she now has, a free population of only 730,- 
S10 persons, won probably have had "3,000,- 
000 or 4,000,000 of free people. This numeri- 
cal difference of free people is not, however, a 
true measure of that loss which Virginia has 
sustained by the existence of slavery : because 
in a slave State, such are the economical and 
moral evils of slavery, that white labor itself is 
not half so productive as the labor of white men 
in a free State. One reason for this is the dis- 
respect and contempt in which manual laborers 
are held among slaveholders, whatever may be 
their origin or compiexion. 

The lands in the old slave States are of not 
much more value than prior to the revolution, 
nor can even their low-existing value be main- 
tained, if, as we contend, slavery is unproduc- 
five. But the lands in Ohio, New York and 
Pennsylvania, with the improvements resulting 
from free, intelligent and economica! labor, 
have risen ten-fold in the price they bore thirty 
years ago. The products of the single State of 
New York might, on comparison, be found 
equal in value to the aggregate product of all 
the slave States on the seaboard, from Virginia 
to Louisiana. x 

The income of a country will be in propor- 
tion to the amount of capitol and physical labor 
which it has at command, and the skill and 
economy applied to labor and capital. The 
slave States are blessed with many advantages 
of soil, with climates, though unhealthy, favor- 
able to the growth of important staples—but 
they are destitute of capital in comparison with 
the free States, and their labor, from causes to 
which we have adverted, namely, the slavery 
of the blacks, and the idleness of the whites is 
unproductive.— Boston Courter.

The Committee chosen at a meeting of the Inhabi- 
tants of the town of Quincy, held at the Town Hall, 
April 4th, 1842, 10 consider and report in relation to 
the fifth article in the warrant, which was, ‘‘ To know 
if the Town will appropriate any sum of money for 
the purpose of employing a competent teacher to teach 
a singing school for the benefit of the whole Town, 
and if necessary to raise money for that purpose,”’ 
svould repectiully 

REPORT, 

That they have duly considered the subject, 
and in their opinion, it would be inexpedient 
for the Town to act in the manner contempla- 
ted in the article on the subject, for the follow- 
ang reasons— 

1st, Owing to the great number of inhabi- 
tants who would in al! probability wish to avail 
themselves of the privilege of such a school,a 
building of suitable dimensions to convene 
them could not be obtained. 

2d, Provided a house could be obtained in 
which all coald assemble, there would be such 
a diversity of talent and age, the school could 
not meet with that success and practicability, 
which the amount of money required to carry 
it on would produce, conducted on a different 
principle. 

3d, A school] of the kind contemplated in the 
article, would not bear equally on the different 
sections of the Town, consequently dissatisfac- 
tion would arise, which would excite every oth- 

er feeling but concord and harmony, so desira- 
ble for promotion and success in sacred music. 

4th. Asa due regard to economy in the af- 
fairs of the Town is at all times desirable, your 
commitiee think it doubtful whether it would 
be just or proper to appropriate a sum of money 
for this purpose at the present time. 

Much more migh: be said to show the im- 
practicability of such a school, yet the above 
reasons your Committee deem sufficient. But, 
as the subject is one of great importance to 
society,and has, in their opinion, become greatly 
neglected, they would beg your indulgence to 
make a few suggestions, trusting that if the 
Town does not think best, as a Town, to adopt 
any measures to advance or improve this sci- 
ence among the people, they may tend to excite 
a deeper interest with many of its citizens. 

Music imparts the power of self government 
to the soul. Jt has a mighty control over every 
movement of the human heart. The martial 
strain will arouse our courage—the plaintive 


tone will bring tears from the stoutest heart—| 


the sacred song wil! fi!l our hearts with praise 
and gratitude to God. Hence, it has ever been 
one of the chief exercises of devotion, in all 
ages andatalitimes. At the present day, let 
any person, whether he be a singer or not, be 
asked as respects the propriety or utility of sa- 
cred music in our religious societies, and he is 
ready at once, to decide in its favor, for it is the 
matural language of his heart. He feels to sing 
praise, though he cannot utter the correct 
sounds, 

The time has been, when music, like poetry, 
-was considered as a special gift to the few, 
while the many have been thought destitute of 
the necessary organs and faculties to give ex- 
pression in this natural feeling of the heart. 
But it is now conceded by every reflecting mind, 
that the Creator has endowed all men with a 
musical talent, and the reason why we have 
mo more singers is because the talent has been 
neglected—unculhtivated. The truth of this 
concession is at once apparent among those 
nations where music is considered as an 
jmportant branch of education—where it has 
tbeen taught ia the public schools. It is found 
to be as easy and as accessable to the young as 
that of reading or arithmetic, and the effect it 
produces, not only in the school but in the 
whole community, is indeed salutary. It calms 
the passions—it excites love. It operates as a 
great preservative of health. “ The Germans 
are seldom afflicted with consumptions,” says 
Dr. Rush. This he believes is in part occa- 
sioned by the strength which their lungs acquire 
by exercising them frequently in vocal music ; 
for this constitutes an essential branch of their 
education. 


Such being the importance of this art or 
science, the question arises, what can the town 
do to promote it; to awaken public interest and 
inspire public confidence in its favor? The 
general opinion of your Committee is to intro- 
duce it into our common schools as a necessa- 
ty branch of education. This has been done 
in Boston and some of the large towns in the 
State, and so far as your Committee can learn, 
has met with good success. It has established 
beyond a shadow of a doubt, the universality 
of the musical ear, and the proficiency with 
which the scholars excel is sufficient to dispel 
the skepticism of the most fastidious on the 
subject. The effect it has upon the taste, spir- 
it and manners of them is surprising, while 
the zest with which they enter into this part 
of the exercise, bears witness to its happy in- 
uence and elevating effect upon character.

Scare-Crows. The best scare-crows ever 
used, were bright sheets of tin suspended from 
poles, by wires ; the poles of sufficient height, 
and in sufficient numbers, to be seen all over 
the field. Four or six, if judicionsly placed, 
will effectually answer for a field of fifty acres. 
the mode of fixing them: is this; cut a pole of 
sufficient height, trim off all the limbs but the 
upper one; to the end of the limb, attach. by 
a strong flexible wire, a sheet of tin, and plant 
the pole thus provided firmly in the ground on 
the destined spot. The limb left at the top, 
should project horizontally far enough to allow 
full play to the tin. ‘Thus attached, the slight- 
est breeze gives motion to the tin, and conse- 
quently causes a reflection, so sudden as to ef- 
fectually frighten off crows, or other birds ad- 
dicted to picking up thecorn. Three years 
successful use of such scare-crows. justify us in

Maxine Breav. Every one imagines they 
know how to make bread, and almost every 
one can wet up flour and bake it, but it by no 
means follows they know how to make bread. 
To make good bread, good flour, good yeast 
and good management are required. One of 
the simplest processes of making good bread is 
as follows: To eight quarts of flour add three 
ounces of salt. half a pint of yeast, (or good 
sweet emptings) and three quarts of water, of 
moderate temperature, and the whole being well 
mixed and kneaded, and set by in a proper 
temperature, will rise in about an hour, or per- 
haps a little more. It will rise better and more 
equally if the mass is covered. It must under 
|goasecond kneading before it is formed into 
loaves for the oven. The more bread is knead- 
ed, the better it will be. Be careful not to al- 
low your bread to become sour in rising—milk 
is by some used instead of water in mixing 
their bread. Milk will make white bread but 
jit will not be sweet, and dries quicker than 
_bread made with water. If loaves are slightly 
bushed with a knife around the edges, before 
they are put into the oven, cracking will be 
javoided in baking. From an hour to an hour 
and a half is required to bake bread fully.

This law is designed to assist the poor debtor 
who is unable to pay the demands against him. It 
comes to him as a friend, bids him cast desponden- 
cy aside, and try again the business of life. Though 
amfortunate in former days, deceived by false repre- 
sentations, and cheated by the fashionable devices 
of the world, this law places bim upon his feet, 
gives him strength and energy, and enables him to 
Start anew in the pursuits of human enterprise. 
How many there are, who, unacquainted with the 
ways of the world, supposing every man honest 
with whom they associated, have been ruined in pe- 
‘cunjary means “by the stratagem and deception 
of professed friends. Wrong calculations and bad 
management in trade in early life, have deeply 
involved thousands ; and many of those who now 
¢laim the benefit of the Bankrupt Law are of this 
class. Their old debts, which their creditors con- 
sider as worthless, must continue to weigh them 
down unless legally discharged from them, upon 
giving up whatever they may possess. Some, 
doubtless, will avail themsetves of the benefit of 
this law es a summary process of paying debts—as 


| 
a profitable speculation—but that should not deter 


the honest man from taking this step. Because a 
rogue claims the privileges of this law, places his 
property in another’s hands, and solemnly swears 
that he has no means of paying his just debts, is no 
reason why an upright man, w ho renders to every 
man his due, as far as he is able, should be depri- 


wed of the benefits of the law. As we understand 


it, the law was made to assist honest men. To judge } 


righteous judgment,we must judge men by their acts. 
If aman going into bankruptcy, is willing to give up 
all he has, if he does not attempt to conceal or keep 
back any thing, but is fair and just in giving up all 
his property, that it may be divided equally among 
his creditors, we pronounce such an one honest. 
Such a course is upright, and the only one that a 
‘man can take when compelled to satisfy his creditors- 

Though startled at first hearing of a neighbor’s 
becoming bankrupt, yet on a little more considera- 
tion, we may find that his course of action not only 
does not outrage justice, but that it is the better 
way both for the bankrupt and those who hold 


* dlemands against him. 


We have been led into these remarks on hearing 
that our friend, Gregory, has been compelled to take 
this step. He has not, however, been led to this 
from any demands accruing against him within the 
Jast four years, Like an honest man he has given 


up notes and other demands, which, if collected, | 


will more than pay all his creditors. The amount 
against him is about eleven hundred dollars—his 
assets about thirteen hundred and fifty dollars.

Maine Bouspary Commissioners. The indications 
ofan early and satisfactory settlement of the Maine 
Boundary Question, seem to be very favorable. 

In the Maine Legislature, the resolutions for the 
appomtment of Commissioners, with full powers to 
settle the Boundary Question, so far as the State of 
Maine is concerned, according*to the recommendation 
of Governor Fairfield, have passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives, by a vote of one hundred and seventy- 
seven yeas to eleven nays—and the legislature has 
made choice of Edward Kent, William P. Preble, John 
Otis, and Edward Kavanagh, (two of each political 
party) as Commissioners on the part of Maine. 

Gov. Davis and Council have appointed Abbott Law- 
rence of Boston, John Mills of Springfield, and Charles 
Allen of Worcester, to be Commissioners on the part 
of Massachusetts, with full powers to assent to such 
arrangement ofthe Northeastern Boyndary as may be 
negotiated by the General Government, provided the 
same shall, in their opinion, be consistent with the 
rights and interest of the State.

The arm scon commenced discharging 
profusely, and continued so to discharge down 
to the time of his death; when nearly the 
whole of the cellular membrane of the arm had 
sloughed away through large openings in the 
skin. 

The wife took care of her husband until she 
was confined to her bed by sickness. She had 
at first a slight fever. In the course of two or 
three days, a disease, similar to that with which 
her husband was affected, manifested itself on 
one of her ancles, and soon involved the whole 
of the lower part of that limb; and about the 
same time, there was a similar manifestation of 
disease upon her wrist, which soon involved 
nearly the whole of the arm to the eltow. 
While suffering under the disease, she died. 
In the case of the wife, no fractures of the skin 
were discovered on the places, where the dis= 
ease first manifested itself. 

After the confinement of the mother by sick- 
ness a danchter took care of the father. After 
a short period, she experienced a sensation of 
heat and smarting, similar to that at first exe 
perienced by her father, in a slight scrateh, 
which she discovered near the first joint, on 
the inside of one of her fingers. The disease 
ber father’s to the arm ;

danger. 

Whether this disease is contagious, that is, 
whether it may be communicated by touch, of

or breathing the air exposed to the influence of 
the disease, or, whether itis both contagivus 
and infectious, are questions upon which phy- 
sicians have entertained, and still do entertain 
opposite opinions. While doctors are disagree= 
ing, and endeavoring to maintain favorite the- 
ories, those, who have not the light of medical 

guide them, will be very likely upon 
such facts as these, to come to the conclusion, 
that the disease may be communicated by in- 
oculation at least. And, if this opinion should 
so far prevatl, as to lead persons to exercise a 
proper caution, while taking care of those af- 
fected with the disease, no mischief can result 
from it, even if the opinion should not be well 
founded.

refusal to resiore them must be held to be a viola- 
tion of that instrument. Yet it is notorious that 
such action as is here referred to has been had more 
than once prior to the case of the Creole, and that 
in some instances indemnity has actually been ob- 
tained through such interference. And there can 
be no doubt that so Jong as foreign nations may be 
induced to pay, just so long will the administration 
of our own Government continue to ask for indem- 
nity, and that whether the Constitution forbids it 
ornot.
